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This is a decision on the renewed request to correct inventorship under 37 CFR 1.497(d) 
filed on 2 1 September 2007. 



In a Decision mailed on 02 April 2007, the request under 37 CFR 1.497(d) filed on 26 
July 2006 was not accepted, without prejudice, because 

Regarding requirement (1), applicants have not provided an appropriate 
statement by Mr. Brenneisen. 

Regarding requirement (3), review of the record reveals that either Novartis AG 
arid/or Universitdt Bern may enjoy an assignment interest in this international 
application, but applicants have not submitted the appropriate written consent of 
the assignee(s), along with appropriate 37 CFR 3. 73(b) statement(s). Nor have 
applicants indicated that no assignment interest pertains to this application. As 
such, requirement (3) has not been satisfied. 

In response, and with respect to requirement (1), counsel has provided a 3-page 
"Supplemental Declaration..." signed by Rudolf Brenneisen which includes an appropriate 
statement of lack of deceptive intent. 

With respect to requirement (3), counsel states that "To our knowledge, an assignment 
has not been executed by any of the original named inventors." This statement is being accepted 
in satisfaction of requirement (3). 

It is noted that the declaration filed on 26 July 2006 was not acceptable because it 
included an un-initialed alteration. 



DISCUSSION 



The $200.00 fee paid on 21 September 2007 is not required, as the requisite fee was paid 
on 03 April 2007. Therefore, it is being refunded to counsel's Deposit Account, as authorized. 
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CONCLUSION 



The declaration filed on 21 September 2007 is ACCEPTED under 37 CFR 1.497(d).
